THE NEW VOTERS’ LIST. 

At the last regular meeting of 
the. Council a delegation was 
present to register a complaint 
against thesproposed change in 
the method of compiling the 
voters’ lists. Since we have 
heard considerable discussion on 
this matter we have taken the 
time to go thoroughly into the 
question in order that we may 
be able to place it fairly before 
our readers. 

In the first place we find that 
there hs been no change in the 
law, as some state, but rather 
that the voters’ list in the past 
have not been compiled in com- 
liance with the law as entered 
statutes by the previncia 
government some time ago. — 

We. have -heard some people 
blame the Council for making 
the proposed changes, but so far 
as we can figure out the Council 
hag no alternative, The voters’ 
lists have been compiled illegal- 
ly in the past aecording to the 
legal. interpretation of the act 
and. the present. Council are un- 
dertaking to make the lists legal 
and in keeping with the law as 
prescribed by the provincial 


‘government.
